STAMPING OUT WARBLES. 
OLLOWING up his reference in the 
F Irish Times to the need for eradicating 
the wartlefly pest, Mr. R. J. Robinson, 
meat and cattle salesman, Birkenhead, points 
out that by squeezing out and destroying the 
ripe maggots the warblefly can be extermi- 
nated, but that on a larger scale the squeezing 
cut process is impracticable. For this reason, 
valuable evidence is afforded by the proce- 
dure adopted in Denmark. The Danish Go- 
verument evolved a maggot killing treatment 
fo: application to warbles in the shape of 
Sovidera oil, and promptly introduced a law 
for the compulsory stamping out of warblefly 
in 1922, the cattle in that country being 
treated for the first time, under the super- 
v'sion of local organisers, in 
Official returns go to show that before 1923, 
the first year of the compulsory treatment, 39 
cent. of the hides were found to be 
varbled. At the end of 1924, the number 
had been reduced to eight per cent., while 
the figures for 1925 showed an average of only 
jour per cent. for the whole country, this 
teing the third year of compulsory treatment. 
Í lie measure has proved so successful, that its 
operation Is to be extended for the next five

SHOULD IRISH FARMERS 
SPECIALISE? 


THE PRESENT FARMING 
OUTLOOK. 
HEN the outlook for Irish farmers was 

WV even bleaker than it is to-day we ve- 

marked on this page that they. wee 
not alone in their misforiunes, and although 
this is a cold comfort to those in adversity 
there may be a glimmer of hope jn it. For 
farmers all over the world, the recognition 
that their hardships are not exclusive to their 
own country should bring with it not only a 
general sense of solidarity, which may slowly 
mature in lines of a more or less common 
policy, but should prompt them to study those 
world conditions under which their industry, 
which should command supremacy amongst 
the world’s workers, has become, perhaps, the 
most depressed of any. 

In the United States there is still an exodus 
from the farms to the towns. Denmark has 
scarcely yet emerged from her recent depres 
sion. In Canada, the fortunes of the grain 
crop threaten farming as a whole with diffi- 
culties. The June, 1929, statistics from England 
and Wales show a further decrease in the 
total area of agricultural land, amounting to 
41,000 acres, in spite of a slight increase in 
rough gramng, which is more than counter- 
balanced by the decrease in crops and grass. 
Wheat is down by 4.7 per cent.—it was 14 
me cent. less last year than in 1927—and 
vatley is 5.3 per cent. less than in 1928, There 
are decreases in cattle and sheep, and pigs 
are down by 20 per cent., and though one 
year’s returns prove little there are cumula- 
tive tendencies revealed here. Clearly, not in 
freland, nor in our islands only, but through- 
out civilisation, there is a first class problem 
to solve, and it will need the best brains of 
the world acting in concert to solve it. 


A Signpost for Irish Producers. 


But before the worid can “‘ get together ” to 
examine this most crucial of all problems, in- 
dividual nations, and certain groupings of 
them with common interesis, must examine 
their own situation. The International In- 
stitute of Agriculture may suggest methods, 
and the Economic Committee of the League of 
Nations devise policies, but, except for the 
Einpirve Marketing Board's activities, we are 
unaware of any practical steps taken inter- 
nationally to intensify farming on lucrative 
lines. That Board, of course, only began its 
work three years ago, and it is too early to 
look for results, but we think the lines of 
research and the developments following on 
them are full of promise, and that our 
own country stands to gain from 
them. Its latest report, ‘‘ E.M.B. 19,” 
covering the period May, 1928, to Mav, 1929. 
and published in July, contains a striking 
frontispiece. It is a sample “' display ” poster 
for exhibition in any works in which those 
employed are working on a contract from this 
State. It reads: “A contract for the Irish 
Free State is now in hand at these works. 
Question: How can you help tagsecure further 
contracts from the Irish Free State? By 
buying and getting your wife to buy what 
the Irish Free State is sending us. Buy Trish 
Free State Butter, Bacon, Eggs.” If a better 
publicity be, as we think it is, one way in 
which to heln the Irish farmer here is an 
excellent headline, 


Concentrating on an “‘Irish Flavour.’ 


We are less concerned, however, with pub- 
icity than with the importance of taking the 
utmost advantage of the increased and im- 
proved market to which it can give us access. 
This brings us back to the problem common 
not only to the countries within the British 
system, but to all civilised farmers. For all 
of them, with the world market to capture, 
four things have become vital to their pro- 
gress and almost to their existence—improved 
produce, increased produce, reduced costs of 
production, and perfected marketing organisa- 
tion. 

Take the first as a case in point. It is too 
readily assumed that because produce is good 
of its kind it will hold its own anywhere. A 
fortnight ago we discussed Ney Zealand 
butter in this column. Last week a leading 
English trade paper characterised its sale as 
“slow,” now that Irish pastures are in such 
excellent condition. Hére is a hint for us. 
We cannot, of course, control the weather, 
but we know that because of it we in Ireland 


ean generally count on our pastures to’ pro- 
duce butter with what, if we will make the 
best of our circumstances, might come to be 
known as an “Trish ” flavour. Provided the 
work of the creamery is perfectly sound, the 
normal result should be choicest butter. The 
poster we have just quoted recommends 
British consumers to buy our butter, our 
baeon and our eggs. 

In every one of these products we should 
aim at providing our customers—not mm Eng- 
land only, but in Ireland also—with a pro- 
duct which. in ‘virtue of its natural merits, 
will easily proclaim its supremacy. This 
island is adapted to produce flavours in these 
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per ton less.

MAINTAINING THE 
FLOW. 


T this part of the season ' pasture is 
A undergoing important changes in com- 

position. In the majority of cases not 
only does its feeding value suffer in relation 
to bulk, but the nutriments of which at 
composed, fee protein, fat and carbohydrates 
take on new proportions to one another. ‘Thus 
pasture which may well provide a balanced 
ration for deep milking cows in the early 
part of the season may now be so altered 
that cows yielding over two gallons per day 
may be hard pressed to collect and digest 
the materials necessary for their task.

It is of supreme importance at this critical 
juncture to have the yields of the deep 
milkers well maintained, :;; on this depends 
largely the upkeep of winter supplies. Ili 
the yield is allowed to fall below a certain 
point, it is next to impossible to regain it, 
and then only at much greater expense. 
Hence the advisability of giving cake supple- 
ments to the high yielding cows is an 
expedient which will commend itself to those 
concerned with the maintenance of winter 
supplies. 


What the Cake Supplement 
Should Be. 


The nature of the cake supplement will 
depend on the condition of the grass. — ‘Lhie 
coarse produce from an understocked pasture 
needs different treatment to the less plentiful 
but more nutritious commodity from_ well- 
stocked and well-cared pasture. Another case 
is presented by the uftermath of meadows 
where itG@’s desirable to supply something to 
correct the laxative tendency produced in the 
animal when dealing with the large quantities 
which a deep milking cow must ingest ‘in 
order to keep up her yield, 


Where grazing has been well stocked and 
well managed, but the quantity of grass not 
considered sufficient an allowance of Slbs. 
dairy nuts or a suitable milk mixture per 
gallon of milk for each gallon above two 
gallons should be given. Such a mixture 
might be composéd of two parts crushed oats, 
one part maize meal, and one part decorti- 
cated cotton cake. If the grass is excep- 
tionally good, the cake supplement may be 
omitted for cows yielding up to three gallons, 
but it is better to err on the side of safety. 


Needs of Coarse Pasture. 


The coarse herbage from under-stocked or 
rough pasture requires supplements contain- 
ing a higher proportion of protein, which mav 
be provided in an allowance of equal] parts of 
decorticated cotton cake and maize meal or 
two parts crushed oats, one part maize meal 
and one part decorticated earth-nut flakes. 
olbs, per head per day should be given to 
cows yielding over two gallons of milk for 
each gallon in excess of the two gallons. 

Cows on aftermath should receive allow- 
ances of undecorticated cotton cake, the 
costive effects of which will counteract the 
laxative condition brought about through the 
change from drv, hard pasture. In this wav, 
éhstinate cases may be intercepted at a criti- 
cal season when. a condition of chronic 
diarrhea may readily set in.

foods which cannot be bettered. This prin- 
ciple opens up a larger field of operation than 
may at first sight appear. The whole ques- 
tion of specialisation in farming requires con- 
sideration. Ireland is able to produce not 
only the hest butter, @ggs and hacon, but 
nearly all the best breakfast and dinner pro- 
ducts grown. But ts the farmer and those who 
market for him sufficiently alive to the chang- 
ing needs ana fickle tastes of the consumer? 
Have we studied what we can easily do best, 
and what with difficulty or not at all? 


The Moral of Local Production. 


It was not by chance that place names at- 
tached themselves to certain breeds of live- 
stock and types of produce: Hereford, Aber- 
deen, Galloway, Kerry cattle, '' 
sheep, “ Yorks ”’ 
dalusians and Plymouths amongst fowl]; 
shire bacon, Cheddar and Camembert cheese, 
Cork butter. These local names have, of 
course, spread far outside their points of 
origin, and some once popular have almost 
eeased to be known. We hear less of both 
Welsh and Wicklow mutton than we did 
some years ago; Cork butter is not now 
at the top of the price lists. It is years since 
we heard the proverb: ‘‘ Beef to the heels 
like a Mullingar herfer.’’ Yet these areas are 
raising produce which is probably as good as, 
or %tter than, ever. Other places may have 
vied with, or even in some cases ousted. 
them from their superior position, now that 
every town has all the world to choose from 
for its foods. 


Butgwhether the individual places named 
could By wise publicity and a determination 
to live up to it still prove their claims to 
superiority or not, it is certain that -a small 
country like Ireland should base its farming 
policy on its undoubted ability to produce 
certain things to special advantage. Limerick 
hacon, iike Cheddar -cheese. owed its sune- 
rioritvy to local conditions, and locality has 
still its part to play. We think. indeed. the 
problem applies everywhere. Argentina is 


specialising in maize and wheat; Canada also 1 


in wheat and cheeses: Denmark in butter 
and hacon (for both of which she secures a 
slightly superior price to ours for—when her 
choicest quality and ours are considered to- 
gether—a slightly inferior product); and Hol. 
land and Switzerland in cheeses. “In some 
cases climate determines the choice; in some 
industrial efficiency. 


We stress the local aspects of the problem 
because. they come home to us in our own 
markets. but, as we have shown, the far- 
mers’ problems are international, and some 
time a rational solution of them will be 
sought, and, we think, found on rational 
lines. In this solution international and 
national proclivities will both have to be 
respected, Meanwhile Ireland must develop 
the former with intelligent ardour if she is to 
have any progressive future. It is by adapt- 
itig what we raise to our. physical conditions,

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LIVER FLUKE IN CATTLE. 
—_—_¢——_— 

'T is well known, writes Mr. James Came- 
| ron, that the small flat-shaped organism 

named the fluke does much damage among 
sheep stocks which had been grazing on or 
near sodden, boggy pasture land. But why 
should it be so often assumed by even agrt- 
culturally-bred men that cattle are free from 
fiuxe? One frequently reads or hears of 
“ yotten livers” in feeding and fat cattle, and 
the matter ends in this general description. 
Last winter I was interested in a lot of blue- 
grey (Shorthorn-Galiway) heifers which had 
been suckled as calves on a West Cumberland 
hill side near the Scottish Border, and after- 
wards grazed en sound dry pasture land on 
the Scotch side. When killed as two-year- 
olds 75 per cent. of them were found to be 
more or less affected with fluky livers. These 
livers were condemned in the slaughter house. 
[ saw thenr all. A few were very bad, but, 
except for some wasting in the kidney fat, the 
earcases which had produced the “ rotten’”’ 
or fluky livers cut up well and showed good 
colour of flesh. The fluke organisms had 
taken possession, no doubt, when the animals 
were calves. 

Every large slaughter house - furnishes 
examples of such among livers. Certain graz 
ing areds in Ireland—I'll not say where— 
occasionally produce cattle which show bad 
livers at the finish. An experienced eye will 
detect the somethiwg amiss at odd times in 
two-vear-old stores. The affected ammals get 
sueked up in their bellies, and as a general 
rule they have to be sold as odd }ots. Not a 
week of winter and spring passes but which 
ne hears of claims for condemned livers. The 
craining of -bog lands and the preservation of 
such farmers friends as the  peewits 
or greew plovers would: do great good. 
But open drams from.-big wet wastes 
mean money, and if the Jand is prac- 
tically dead flat the job is difficult. The 
peewit is a great friend, because it eats the 
small snails which for a time form the. “host” 
or abode for the fluke organisms in its strange 
evolution. Rock salt laid down on the pas- 
tures near the bog land does some good, as 
the grazing animals kill a proportion of the 
enemy by taking a dick at the salt.. The ro- 
bust, wholesale remedy is draining. Well- 
drained land should then he top-dressed freely 
with salt: Would the game he worth the 
caudle? In a good many cases I am certain 
that it would be worth—for the State. 
Wood-n Tongue. 

Sections of old grass in Southern England 
and Ireland produce odd cases of ‘‘ wooden 
tongue ” (actinomycosis). It is not nearlv so 
common’ in Ireland as it was thirty or forty 
years ago. In its early stages it is vsually 
easily cured, the standard remedy being a 
solntion of iodine (potassium iodide). - Put 
when the organism gets to the base of the 
teeth, and is out of touch of ‘‘ swabbing,’” it 
is a stubborn subject to dislodge or kill. In 
"ad cases one sees a form of suppuration at 
the lower jaw. One can get some about the 
tongue after gacrging of the mouth, but an 
‘‘entrenchment ” in the jaw is not a simple 
matter. But I am poaching on the ground 
of the vet., the extremely useful practitioner 
who is so frequently called in when he has 
little chance of being useful. Better he a 
day hefore the fair, in some matters, than he 
two days after it. The fungoid forms of the 
organism which causes “‘wooden tongue” are 
prohably swallowed on the pastures ever so 
often, but the ““enemy ” finds no scratch on 
tongue or gum. 


NO SUBSIDY FOR MARES. 


REPLY TO DEPUTATION, 


HAT the breeding of weight-carrying hun- 
ib ters could be extended with the distri- 

bution of fillies of approved type to dis- 
tricts where horse-breeding is at a disadvan- 
tage for want of suitable mares was the 
opinion of a deputation from the Cork County 
Committee of Agriculture and the Munster 
Agricultural Society, which waited on Mr. P. 
Hogan, Minister for Agriculture. It was 
urged that the acquisition by the Depart- 
ment and the distribution to approved farmers 
of the right type of mare would produce the 
desired results. In the event of such a pro- 
posal being too costly, it was suggested that 
sufficient subsidies be given to the @wners of 
selected fillies to retain them for breeding, or 
that a subsidy and loan, free of interest, he 
given for the purchase of fillies selected by 
the Department to an approved number of 
farmers. 

“The only way to achieve success in the 
direction indicated is by having the sire and 
dam as near as possilile to the type we seek to 
breed, as the dam is as essential to success as 
the sire.”” added the statement.

REAR HEIFERS. 


farmers rear their heifer calves have 

been perfected by long experience. 
Jersey milk, as taken from the cow, is usually 
too rich for a calf’s digestive system, so, on 
the Island, the milk is taken to one of the 
two co-operative factories, where it is 
separated, the cream made into butter and 
the skim-milk returned to the farms for calf- 
rearing. On most farms the calf is put into 
a very small box stall, remaining there for 
several months. Some of the better breeders 
give their calves more exercise, but all are 
careful not to allow the heifer calves to suck 
one another, and thus spoil their udders. 
They are careful also not to feed too heavily. 
The over-fattened Jersey calf will never make 
a good cow, There are no classes for calves 
at the Jersey Island shows, in order to pre- 
vent the young stock being got up for ex- 
hibition purposes. 

Calves are fed milk for about five or six 
months. Through the summer the older 
calves are tethered on pasture the same as the 
cows. On some of the larger farms, where 
many calves are raised. there are fenced-in 
portions of pasture where calves of similar 
age are allowed to run together. 

The heifers are kept just growing along 
nicely with plenty of good qnality roughage 
and not much grain. It is recognised that 
over-feeding heifers for show or for any other 
reason is not a good practice. As a matter 
of fact, young heifers which win in the show 
ring are often not heard of after, for that 
reason. Under the best management they 
are kept thrifty and growthy, and not allowed 
t> become stunted. 

When the heifers are about four or five 
months in calf they are fed more liberally, 
and the concentrates increased to 2-3lb. dailv. 
This heavier feeding is continued until within 
three or four weeks from calving. but from 
then onwards little or no concentrates are fed. 
This is so as to keep down swelling at calving 
time. ~The udder muscles on a first calf 
heifer are very tender, and too much inflam- 
mation and swelling are apt to cause the 
udder to break down. For a month after 
calving Jersey farmers fsually continue to 
feed sparingly for the same reason.

N the staff of the Vancouver Province 
there is a man who writes under 
the name of ‘‘ Diogenes.’’ I understand 
that he is the dean of all scribes in 
Canada, and I know that his remarks are 
tempered with the tolerance of an old 
and wise man. A short time ago he 
recorded a gentle “ grouse.’’ He wishes 
that people would cease to call Van- 
couver “our fair city.” After so many 
reiterations of that adjective one might 
take Vancouver’s beauty for granted. 
Like ‘‘ Diogenes,’’ I have a grouse, but, 
unlike him, I cannot dismiss it in a para- 
graph. Having been an infantry soldier, 
and now being a farmer of sorts, I hold 
two Grumbler’s Licences, and propose to 
make use of one of them. 

] wish to Heaven that Canadians would 
sometimes use the word “soil” without 
prefixing ‘‘fertile.”’ From the  out- 
pourings of the Canadian booster one 
would imagine Canada to be the sole oasis 
in a barren world. Of course, the soil is 
fertile. I suppose any soil is fertile, 'pro- 
vided it grows anything at all, but there 
are degrees in fertility. 

On arrival in British Columbia, I 
dallied with the idea of buying a farm on 
the fertile alluvial soil of the Fraser 
delta, but, on hearing somebody murmur, 
‘Five hundred dollars an acre,’’ I dallied 
no more.

ITEM - SALLAL. 


This is a paradoxical growth, quite 
pretty in its way, and beautifully green, 
even during drought. Despite its moist 
appearance, it is strongly astringent, and 
when a leaf is chewed it seems as dry us 
the Eighteenth Amendment. 

Occasionally a hungry cow takes a bite 
or two of sallal, but, as a feed for dairy 
cattle, it is not to be recommended. 


ITEM--BRACKEN, 


In Ireland this fern seems to grow only 
near the mountains and wild places, but 
here it grows everywhere. If the soil Le 
good, the bracken rises to a height of six 
or seven feet, and its touch black roots 
are everywhere, Pigs like the sticky,. 
white substance around the root-fibres, 
and I have read that human beings have 
eaten it in time of famine. In moments 
of depression, I have thought of sampling 
it mryself, but have not quite come down 
to that yet. 


ITEM—SCUTCH, QUITCH, COUCH, 
TWITCH, OR WITCH-GRASS. 


It needs no description. You have if 
in Ireland; but I never knew that it can 
bore right through a full-grown potato 
until I planted some “Gold Coins”’ in a 
field infested with scutch, 


ITEM—FOG-GRASS. 


This is a Bolshevik amongst meadow- 
grasses. It is red, unkillable, and grows 
up at inopportune times. Long before 
Timothy or Alsike are ready to mow, the 
red fog-grass is over-ripe, too tough for 
hay, and is seeding itself bountifully for 
next year. 


ITEM—BALSAMS. 


These are gnarled, undesirable conifers, 
which grow everywhere they should not, 
and which the lumber-jack regards as a 
weed. J have found at least one use for 
them. There is a thick resinous gum 
exuding from the base of their branches, 
and which I find good for caulking leaky 
troughs. My little daughter has also a 
use for young balsams—as Christmas 
trees. 

Possibilities of employment in this way 
are limited. 


ITEM—TRAILING BLACKBERRY. 


In British Columbia there ‘are two kinds 
of wild blackberries. One is much the 
same as our Irish kind, the other runs 
along the ground and produces small, hard 
fruit, which nobody tries to eat. The 
stem, or vine, resembles a wire shod with 
carpet-tacks, and would probably be a 
good substitute for barbed wire, if a man 
were brave enough to handle it. 

I have also thistles of three kinds, al! 
doing well—Canadian, Scotch and Sow. 
Likewise, ninety-four varieties of weeds, 
whose names I read in a Government 
booklet, but which I cannot quote off- 
hand, but they are all here. 

All of the aforementioned = grow 
luxuriantly, with little or no positive 
action on my part, but I wish it were as 
simple a matter to grow any herb of any 
use whatever to man or beast.

The Longest Railway. 


Since the war many great engineering 
works have been undertaken, not least 
amonest them our own Shannon Scheme, 
but it has been dwarfed into insignificance 
by a task which is now nearing com- 
pletion=the making of the world’s longest 
railway. When it is finished it will be 
possible to go by train from British 
Columbia to Cape Horn; for this railway 
traverses the two American Continents 
from north to south, and will not be less 
than 10,000 miles in Jength. A tunnel 
has been bored through the Andes, and 
a high level bridge will carry the line over 
the Panama Canal. The Canadian 
Pacific, hitherto one of the world’s 
greatest railways, is a mere baby of 3,000 
miles compared with this latest achieve- 
ment. and the Cairo-Cape line, when com- 
pleted, will not exceed 5,000 miles, so the 
great steel link between Canada and the 
Straits of Magellan will easily beat al! 
existing records,

Legends, who, begged by a disciple to 
raise the devil, goes through with due 
solemnity all the rites and incantations, 
and concludes by flinging in the 
frightened and expectant face of his pupil 
an empty purse. There is a deliciously 
astute magus in Scott’s ‘“ Quentin 
Durward.’’ Everyone will remember the 
‘“‘ There is a God above us”’ scene, where 
thé magician escapes murder by 
prophesying the death of Louis XI. 
twenty-four hours after his own decease. 
In “La Reine Margot,’’ Dumas ‘stages 
some eerie scenes in a magician’s strong- 
hold, whereby poor M. de la Mole cets 
into difficulties—the book, by the way, 
is hardly inferior to the ‘Three 
Musketeers.’ It is curious to realise 
the inter-mixture of superstition in 
really great minds. Even the crafty, 
cold-minded Catherine de Medici feared 
her sorcerers, though it was mostly 
upon ‘their chemical knowledge of 
subtle poisons that she relied. In 
these days, alas, the minions of Merlin 
generally finish in front of a magistrate, 
and are lucky to get off with a fine. 
Sic transit gloria magi. 


Europe s Gribute to America. 


At a moment when the eyes of all the 
world are fixed upon the Hague, and upon 
Mr. Snowden’s dramatic declaration that 
Britain can no longer afford to allow other 
nations to secure the greater part of 
Reparations payments, it may be of 
interest to glance at the sums which 
European nations must pay to the United 
States. Nine - European nations are 
paying war débts to America, and each 
half-year the Treasury Department at 
Washington receives about £20,000,000 
from these countries. One resuit of these 
payments is that the American Public 
Debt has been reduced by nearly twenty 
million pounds, the value of securities 
received from the British, Belgian, 
Finnish and Czecho-Slovakian Govern- 
ments. No other country can show any 
reduction in its Public Debt.

RALEIGH'S PIPE, 

On all sides things of historical interest 
meet the eye. In a glass case, surrounded 
by other curios not necessarily connected with 
Sir Walter Raleigh, lies his pipe of brass, in- 
laid with pipe-clay, from which he drew in- 
spiration for his works. The fireplace—a 
work of exquisite beauty—lends to the heavily 

anelled room an air of sombre dignity. Bear- 
ing weird gargoyles in gumbers, deeply em- 
bossed, the fireplace rises to the full height 
of the room and has a hearth of the ancient 
open type. It is a work of art, such as 
rarely is found in any mansion to-day. 

The house and grounds hold, and will hold 
for ever, memories that are imperishable. It 
is a place where antiquaries n find ample 
material for thought, as :t is also a place 
where persons with no leaning towards things 
antique may reflect on the noble tastes of 
bygone days. 

A WORTHY USE. 

The house, with all its romantic interest, 
hardly could be used to better advantage 
than in serving to raise money for the repair 
of St. Mary’s Church, The building has 
fallen into decay through the passing of the 
years. 

Jn moving through the building and view: 
ing its many interesting objects one feels that 
the very air is sacred. The atmosphere is 
damp. The massive rafters are safe, but no 
longer firm, and the walls seem to speak of 
the spacious, if perilous, days when Ireland 
turned to Christianity. No fixed architectural 
design is present in the building because of 
additions subsequent to its erection. but it is 
symbolic of the ages. The massive pulpit, 
with canopy in carved bog-oak, is said to have 
been carved in Youghal. Here again are 
found gargoyles, peculiarly associated with 
Ireland, 

THE INVERTED CROSS. 

The story of the inverted cross is one of 
world-wide fame, and in this ancient pile one 
finds the explanation. It is related that when 
Youghal was a corporate borough, under 
Charter, the Mayor used to attend the church 
in State, and when the Service was held the 
Mayoral sword was placed in this sword-rest, 
which, when upturned, represents the figure 
of the cross. It is said that once when in the 
rest, which still is to be seen in the church 
walls, the sword was stolen and was hidden 
for years. Later it came into the possession of 
the Duke of Devonshire, and it now forms 
part of a collection at Lismore Castle. 

For three hundred years the Chancel of the 
church was without a roof, and was, in fact, 
cut off from the body of the church, In 
1854, howeyer, it was restored, and to-day it 
is an imposing part of the church, 

It was pleasing to-day to see the hearty 
response to the appeal for funds to enable the 
restoration of this old church—a landmark in 
history—to be completed. The /féte wus 
opened formally by Lady Osborne Beauclerk. 

Major Arbuthnot and the Rev. V. Darling, 
in short speeches, referred to the church's 
historical associations, and thanked the public 
for their generous response to the appeal.

NEW BUILDINGS IN HAND. 


DIRECTOR’S REPLY 
TO COMPLAINTS. 
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As an Irish Times representative entered 
the headquarters of the al Dublin Society 
at Ballsbridge yesterday he heard the noise 
of hammers, and found that already a com- 
/mencement had been made in the pulling 
down of what is known as the last remnant 
of old Ballsbridge. On this site it 1s intended 
by the next Spring Show to have erected a 
very fine, half-timbered, double-deck building, 
with boxes below for horses and a room above, 
400 feet in length by 25 feet in width, which 
can be sub-divided into various apartments 
for the purpose of displaying poultry and 
dairy produce at the Spring Show and the 
art industries and extra flora] exhibits at the 
Horse Show. 

THE COMPLAINTS. 

When his attention was drawn to letters in 
the Irish Times from Dr. Boyce and Miss 
A. F. Poole complaining of the supposed in- 
adequate facilities afforded to members at 
therrecent Horse Show, Mr. Bohane said that, 
apart from these, he had not heard a single 
complaint. Members in the majority, he said, 
realised that their subscription was not paid 
with the object of securing at least its return 
for privileges, but to support the Society, 
which ‘is not a profit-sharing or State-aided 
institution, in its work. 

The country member is so delighted with 
the work of the Society and the privileges 
granted to-day, said Mr. Bohane, that the list 
of candidates for election whenever vacancies 
occur must mean the election for some time 
to come of candidates from outside the ten 
miles radius of Ballsbridge, in accordance 
with the rule which prescribes that 70 per 
cent. of the newly elected members must come 
from outside the area mentioned. 

Many applications from the city area must 
wait at least a further twelve months before 
there is any possibility of election. This in 
itself is testimony of the growng popularity 
of the Society from a national standpoint; 
for the Soctety embraces the whole of 
Ireland, and the representation on its prin- 
cipal Committees consist of men from each 
of the provinces, who willingly give their 
time and services gratuitously to enable the 
Society to attain its present high standard. 

IN THE “ DARK DAYS.” 

Mr. Bohane was interested to learn from 
the letters which have been published that 
certain old members had borne the brunt and 
burden of the day and had placed the Society 
in its present proud position. Mr. Bohane 
remarked that in those dark days—1921—now 
happily ended, when the most critical position 
in the Society’s long history had to be faced, 
there were only, outside the Council and 
Committees, a very few members who came 
forward to give help, which was gratefully 
accepted, and on their part rendered yeoman 
service. s 

“Those members to-dav,” he said, “'eon- 
sider the facilities accorded for so small a 
subscription are over-generous, and have even 
suggested the possibility of raising the sub- 
scription. Members’ advantages to-day are 
out of all proportion to those in operation in 
what some wish to still designate as the 
“good old days.” ”' To any increase in sub- 
scription Mr. Bohane has rigidly objected, 
having agreed with certain reformers, when 
it was necessary to revise the by-laws, that 
no increase should he made. : 

Dr. Boyce and Miss Poole, he felt, must 
be reminded that in the necessary recon- 
struction of the Society in that difficult 
period attention was drawn to what was con- 
sidered a waste of money in providing such 
amenities for members, which were only 
possible through the results of the -Horse 
Show in particular. It was deliberately 
pointed out then that what was gained 
financially by agriculture should be spent in 
furthering the country’s best interests. 

THE ANNUAL SUBSCRIPTION. 

These assertiong were confirmed by Mr. 
Bohane having to face a bank overdraft of 
£10,000 when taking up office in 1919, due 
to expenditure on the amenities side, princi- 
paily during the Great War, when members 
should have gladly submitted to support the 
Society's work rather than expect privileges 
in return, which brings membership of such 
an institution more into the category of a 
club, 

Mr. Bohane believed that membership of 
the Royal Dublin Society should be viewed 
in the light of national service and pride in 
being able to support the work of such an 
institution, whose privileges for the nominal 
subscription of £2 2s. per annum, not 14d. 
per day, were unequalled in the wide world, 
and whose work was generally acknowledged 
and supported, not only by the vast majority 
of members, but by everyone who had the 
welfare of Ireland at heart. 

The Council and committees, he added, are 
determined that the present policy should 
continue—viz., that any profits derived from 
the Society’s Show undertakings should be 
spent in furthering the agricultural and 
stock-breeding pursuits of the country, and 
also the furtherance of industry, science and 
art. Members who disagree have in their 
hands the remedy by electing others to the 
management b6dies, but Mr. Bohane em- 
phasised that in his services to the Royal 
Dublin Society he would wholeheartedly con 
tinue to support the present policy, having 
had to face, during the period referred to, 
a crisis brought about by the action of some 
old members, which threatened the very 
existence of the Royal Dublin Society. He 
knew only too well that whilst the definition 
of commercialism had been carpingly applied, 
it was the sheet anchbr to which the old 
ship coukl be moored with any feeling of 
safety and security. 

It required fifty per cent. more than the 
subscription to maintain privileges of mem- 
bership, and any further limitation of earn- 
ing capacity would be a serious matter, 
said Mr. Bohane. 

THE ANGLESEA STAND. 

The Anglesea Stand had cost £55,000, -and 
seats on it are actually let at 10s. for the 
season, or 2s, 6d. per day; while members 
have the advantage of booking seats on the 
grand stand prior to the list being opened 
to the public, at a reduction of 20 per cent. 
on ordinary charges. 

There are now, he said, 500 candidates for 
membership on the waiting list, and the per- 
centage of withdrawals from death and other 
causes has been reduced from eight to three 
per cent.

THE BANK RATE, 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—The correspondence taking place in 
your columns under the above heading raises 

ints on which it is evident that only the 
yanks themselves, who are conversant with 
the facts, are competent to judge, and [ leave 
it to your readers to say whether it should 
be customary for or binding on financial 
institutions to state the reasons for the 
charges that they make to their customers 
any more than it is the rule for business firms 
or producers to do so. A single aspect of the 
banks’ credit policy, such as the rates charged 
for advances, cannot be separated from their 
large and diversified business as a whole, nor 
is it reasonable to condemn or justify bank 
charges in detail by reference to conditions 
existing in another country. 

The problems confronting Irish banks are 
in many respects dissimilar to those of the 
English institutions. Their deposits are 
mainly agricultural in character, and are 


i subject to sharp fluctuations in accordance 


with the state of harvests and prices of agr’ 
cultural produce and live-stock. They have 
neither the stability nor volume of the great 
industrial deposits of the English banking 
system. The larger portion of Irish advances. 
moreover, are based on securities relating to 
land, such as mortgages, title deeds and the 
several guarantees of the farming community. 
a type of advance which gives a small rate of 
turnover, while the security is often difficult 
to realise. Im the English system, on the 
other hand, the mass of secured loans is made 
to industry, and is practically self-liquidating, 
the turnover being rapid. Such considera. 
tions must influence the banks in relation to 
their general scale of Joan charges. Not being 
so favourably placed as the English institu- 
tions for the granting of loan facilities at low 
rates, it seems inequitable to the Irish banks 
that a rigid comparison should be insisted 
upon. 

One obstacle the Irish banks have had to 
contend with is the difficulty of recovering 
loans tied up in depreciated land—in a 
number of cases such loans have been wilful!y 
repudiated by the debtors, resulting in a larg 
mass of “‘ frozen credit ” in the hands of thea 
hanks. The success with which such diffi- 
culties have, on the whole, been surmounted, 
and a strong position established through 
conservative management of the banks’ 
affairs, is largely responsible for the hich 
leva} of credit now enjoyed by the Free State 
and the gradualiy improving outlook for 
trade.

IRISH BLOODSTOCK. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Srr,—An interesting letter from Captain 
Daly with regard to horse-breeding appeared 
in your issue of the 13th instant. From pet 
sonal experience I am of opinion that Cap- 
tain Daly’s advice requires some modiiication, 
especially in connection with hunter-breeding. 
Hunter-breeding is, on the whole, less profit- 
able than racer-breeding. Apart from the 
sire’s fee, the keep of the young blood-hunter 
is almost as expensive as the thoroughbred 
for racing. ‘The latter has a fair chance of 
being disposed of as a yearling; the bunter 
colt, if it is to realise anything fair, must 
be kept and trained until it is four or fivé 
years old. Prize-winners and highly com- 
mended hunters, four years old and upwards 
at the Royal Dublin Society have been sold 
from £80 to £120. Occasionally an aged 
hunter with an outstanding hunting record 
has made £200 or £300. 

These are the exception, and have only 
made these prices when they became the pro 


perty of dealers, who put the finishing 
touches on them. Generally and propo: 
tionately, as many hunters go unsold as 


racing vearlings. Only for the unjustifiably 
high fees charged recently for young sires 
which have yet to make their stud reputa- 
tions, and which, though well bred, had very 
moderate racing careers, there is a bettes 
chance to make the breeding of thorough- 
bred yearlings ggmething more profitable than 
hunter-breeding. It is the small-priced 
yearling; Tipperary Tim, etc., of the farmer 
breeder, which has, for the greater part, 
made the name for Irish bloodstock, It 14 
better, however, that it should be clearly 
realised that there is for the average horse 
breeder in Ireland little or no profit. More 
frequently it is bankruptcy. There are 
several millions sterling realised from Irish 
fowl and eggs more than from horse-breed- 
ing; but the former industry is not so attrac- 
tive to many people as horse-breeding.—

A controversy has arisen with regard to 
women taking part in the race by assisting in 
the pits.

“and he will act a8 interpreter to our Italian 
drivers. Mrs. Clayton is an expert time- 
keeper, and acted for us at the six hours’ 
race.”’ 

Yesterday at the German pits a woman 
was busily engaged timing the members of 
the official Mercedes team.

Spanish Politics. 


It does not seem to be likely that the 
Marques de Estella’s invitation to former 
Prime Ministers to participate in the 
debates of the National Consultative 
Assembly on the new draft Constitution 
will be accepted. According to the Special 
Correspondent of The Times, only Count 
Romanones entertained the idea for a 
moment; but: as soon as he heard that 
the minutes of the debates were to be subject 
to censorship he decided to take 10 mart in 
the proceedings. To understand the present 
position in Spain it is necessary to follow 
the steps by which the existing state of 
affairs has emerged from the Constitution 
of March 27th, 1876. This Constitution 
enacted that Spain should be a constitu- 
tional monarchy, and that the executive 
should remain with the Crown, while the 
legislative power should be vested in “' the 
Cortes with the King.” The Cortes con- 
sisted of Congress and of a Senate, which 
was composed of three classes, Senators 
in their own right—to wit, princes of the 
blood and grandees—Senators nominated 
by the and elected 
by the chief Corporations the 
State. At first sight this Constitution 
might have appeared to foreshadow an era 
of enlightened liberalism in a country 
which for generations had lain in a slough

of 


of apathy. In practice, however, it was 
unsatisfactory for various reasons. The 
illiteracy of the peasants and the power 
of the landlords stifled any possible 
growth of intelligent democracy, and the 
way lay open for the corrupt politician. 
Cabinet followed Cabinet with distressing 
frequency, and badly made laws were ill- 
administered. At last the general dis- 
satisfaction, intensified by the Moroccan 
disasters of 1921, inspired the Army to 
action, and a military dictatorship, under 
the Marques de Estella, was established 
by Royal decree. 

Two years later a desire to give a more 
pleasing complexion to what, in fact, was 
military rule induced the Marques de 
Estella, with the concurrence of the King, 
to announce a return to a civil Cabinet 
of Ministers. All the portfolios which 
had been abclisnhed in 1925—only those 
for War and Foreign Affairs had been 
allowed to survive—were restored, but 
the trifling difference will be realised 
from 
still .had the force of law. In. 1927 
the Cortes which had been dissolved 
by the coup d'état, were replaced by a 
consultative National Assembly consisting 
of threo - hundred: -and:~ seventy-five 
members, who were chosen by various 
bodies, such as the municipalities and 
the Patriotic Union. Although wholly 
undemocratic, the Marques de Estella’s 
régime can claim to be a distinct im- 
provement on the theoretically more 
liberal government that obtained before 
1923. Indeed, the dictum of King Alfonso 


that the ‘Government had interfered with 


the fact that ministerial decrees: 


ensure the freedom of the citizen is by no 
from foreigners who lately have lived 
under thé Spanish flag that there is 


little restraint on the individua]’s freedom. 


Unfortunately, however, the politically- 
minded. few in all countries ever have 
preferred the simulacrum of liberty to the 
substance. Military revolts, engineered 
by officers who nurtured some grievance, 
and demonstrations by certain sections of 
the industrial classes have moved the 
Government to propose this further 
amplification of the Constitution. The 
new Draft will enlarge the Assembly by 
forty-nine additional seats, which are to 
be filled by leading statesmen of the old 
régime and representatives of the academic, 
professional and labour organisations. 

In these circumstances, therefore, the 
refusal of the former Prime Ministers to 
co-operate, and the action of. the General 
Union of Workers, by which its members 
are forbidden to occupy the newly- 
created seats, must be regarded as being 
very short-sighted. The Constitution of 
1876 still officially exists, and only is 
suspended by the present régime. When 
the Directory took office, the Marques de 
Estella announced that his programme oi 
reform would occupy seven years, and the 
new Draft would appear to be the firat 
step in a prudent transition. It is under- 
stood that the Marques de. Estella hopes 
that next July will see the end of «he 
discussions of the Draft, and that, three 
months later, the Assembly, having drawn 
up the final text, will dissolve. This 
text, if ratified by a plébiscite, is 
intended to be the basis of the new laws, 
under which elections, municipal], pro- 
vincial, and general, will be held, where- 
upon the Cortes will re-assemble and take 
over the Government from the Directory. 
The complaint, therefore, of the 
Socialists that while other nations are 
tending to ‘‘democratise’’ their constitu- 
tions, Spain alone is adopting an Eastern 
absolutism seems to be exaggerated. 
There be little doubt that the 
repercussions of the war have necessitated 
dictatorships in many countries, par- 
ticularly where the culture is Latin or 
Slavonic. In spite of the apparent 
difference between them, Lenin, Mussoliai 
and de Estella’ belong to the same school. 
National chaos from time to time demands 
a tightening-up of the reins of Govern- 
ment, which only can be accomplished Ly 
a strong man. After a time, when the 
wheels have been oiled by an autocrat, 
the machine is ready again for democratic 
control.

Beauty in Peril. 

The Society for the Protection of 
Ancient Buildings has issued its fifty- 
second annual report. Members of the 
Society now number over 1,000, and the 
times give them cause enough to combine 
and to toil most earnestly. On every 
hand decay, neglect, wanton injury and 
inevitable reconstruction threaten the 
fabric of England’s material beauty ; and 
no longer is if sufficient to labour for the 
preservation of threatened cathedrals or 
palaces. To-day there is not a village in 
the land which is not in danger of desecra- 
The woods, the hedgerows, the old- 
world bridges are imperilled, and eyesores 
are planted in the midst of the loveliest 
of rural scenes. In this year’s report the 
Society is constrained to point out that 
the beauty and seemliness of the country 
depend as much on the very simple build- 
sheds. field-gates and 
culvert bridges—as on notable works of 
architecture. This truth is illustrated by 
the example of an Oxford architect’s 
recent service to a village in his home 
county. This lover of public dignity 
found a builder at work in the re-point- 
ing of a streteh of boundary wall with 
black cement mortar. A network of black 
ribbons was beginning to appear upon the 
face of the structure. The architect 
approached the builder and made recom- 
mendations, which were accepted, with the 
result that the grey walling was repaired 
with white or yellow mortar like the old. 
An example of the injury to old 
views that may follow from the lack of 
power to control private whim in its 
present extravagances is found in the case 
of the Martello towers. These buildings 
stand at frequent intervals along the 
South Coast. At Pevensey, in particular, 
there is a picturesque chain of Martello 
towers that remains in the memory of all 
to that neighbourhood. The 
towers are private property. Commonly 
they are used as holiday quarters by city 
dwellers. They are wholly at the mercy 
of private caprice, and no powers exist to 
check their destruction or disfigurement. 
At present, unless a building is of first- 
tate importance, uninhabited and of great 
age, there is no legal authority which can 
prevent its obliteration. The Society asks, 
therefore, what it can do in face of an 
owner who chooses to destroy such a build- 
ing as a Martello tower, which is valued 
by a great number of Englishmen. In 
Ireland, destruction such as the English 
society laments proceeds unchecked and, 
what is even worse, without protest. Old 
castles are quarried for stones wherewith 
to build barns, and cairns of immemorial] 
antiquity have been pillaged with equal 
impiety. City Commissioners, holding 
office from the State, permit the disfigure- 
nient of Dublin’s main streets. Is it small 
wonder that garish petrol-filling stations 
spring up on the most beautiful rural 
highways without check and without com- 
plaint? . Would an Irish architect, 
shocked by a great eyesore, as the Oxford 
architect by a relatively small error in 
taste, get a friendly hearing if be ventured 
a protest ? .

The Irish 
capital must be one of the very few cities 
of its size in the world that have not 
even a concert hall. Yet it is a musical 
city of no mean order. It has a school 
of piano playing that can compare 
favourably with almost any school in 
Europe, while it has produced some 
brilliant singers. The lack of a proper 
concert hall is a lasting disgrace to 
Dublin, and it is high time that the 
omission should be repaired. If rich 
Americans will not come to the rescue, 
surely there is a sufficient number olf 
musical enthusiasts in the country to 
supply the necessary funds. We are con- 
vinced that a good concert hall would pay 
for itself many times over within a few 
years, and so long as Dublin is without 
such a hall, the city’s musical culture 
will continue to be cramped.

Brigadier Malise Graham. 


The whole Irish people will be grieved 
to learn of the death of Brigadier Malise 
Graham, D.S.O., the distinguished leader 
of the British Army’s jumping team 
which took part in the International 
Military Jumping Competition at the 
Dublin Horse Show last week. Brigadier 
Malise Graham was injured by a fall 
from his horse during one of the pre- 
liminary competitions at Ballsbridge on 
the second day of the Show. His skull 
was fractured, and, although two opera- 
tions were performed on him, complica- 
tions developed a few days ago, and he 
died yesterday in a private hospital. The 
late Brigadier had a brilliant career in 
the Army. His war record was excep- 
tionally fine, and he was a most. popular 
officer. A magnificent horseman, he was 
well known in hunting circles, and he had 
established a notable reputation for jump- 
ing at Olympia and other Shows. 
Although he had been in Ireland only for 
a few days, he already had won the high 
esteem of all with whom he came into 
contact, and was regarded as the finest 
type of British officer. We feel sure that 
we express the feelings of the entire nation 
when we offer his widow our 
respectful sympathy in her terrible loss. 
Fortunately, such accidents are rare at 
the Dublin Horse Show, but jumping is a 
dangerous sport, and never is free from 
risks. Brigadier Malise Graham was a 
born horseman. He died, probably, as he 
would have wished to die, in the saddle— 
a gallant soldier, a great sportsman, and 
an English gentleman.

HONOURED. 


“ FREEDOM ” OF HIS NATIVE 
TOWN. 


Sir Thomas Jeeves Horder, the eminent 
physician, was honoured by Shaftesbury 
(Dorset), his native town, yesterday, when 
he was given the Freedom of the Borough. 

Sir Themas, who is physician to the Prince 
of Wales, and was one of the doctors. called 
in when the King was ill, was born in 
Shaftesbury in 1871. This fact, however, 
was not generally known till recently, and 
Sir Thomas himself seems to have had some 
doubt about it, for in the reference books his 
birthplace is given as Swindon.

CONSTABULARY DEPOT

MEMORIAL TABLET UNVEILED 

At a special Service held in the Cloutari 
Methodist Church, Dublin, last mght, a 
memorial was unveiled to the memory of Mr.

July's Trade Figures. 


It is cheering to note that, notwith 
standing depression in many British 
industries, there was a general trade 
recovery in July. An all-round gain in 
British exports is recorded, while imports 
showed a decline. Coal was the chief 
contributor to the improvement. The 
upward movement in the South Wales 
trade at the beginning of the year was 
more than maintained. Nearly twice as 
much coal. was exported last month com- 
pared with the corresponding period of 
last year, and there was a considerable 
increase on June figures. The effect of 
the cotton stoppage has not yet been 
reflected on the Board of Trade returns, 
but it is bound to produce a set-back 
when the next trade statistics are pub- 
lished.

WASHINGTON, Wednesday. 

The limitation of naval armaments was 
the subject of a breakfast conference at 
the White House this morning, which’ was 
attended by President Hoover, Mr. 
Stimson, Secretary of State; Mr. Adams, 
Secretary of the Navy ; Mr. Cotton, Under- 
Secretary of the State Department, and 
the Executive Committee of the General 
Board of the Navy. 

The White House declined to reveal 
details of the discussion beyond saying 
that it had to do with the proposed 
“ yardstick ’’ method of effecting reduc- 
tions of naval armaments. It was stated, 
however, that both Mr. Stimson and Mr. 
Adams had been absent from Washington 
for a week or so, and that the conference 
concerned developments in London during 
that time. 

ADMIRALS CONSULTED. 

Mr. J: P. Cotton, Under-Secretary of 
State, who has been dealing with naval 
disarmament questions on behalf of the 
State Department, has been in constant 
touch with Rear-Admiral H. P. Jones, 
the Americ&n observer at the preliminary 
Disarmament Conference, and other mem- 
bers of the Naval General Board during 
the past few days. Last night Mr. Cotton 
conferred for over two hours with Admiral 
Jones, but neither the Admiral nor the 
State Department would reveal the nature 


of the conference.

SUDDEN DEATH OF 
LORD HORNE.

A GREAT COMMANDER. 

The Times Correspondent at Wick tele- 
graphed yesterday :—General Lord Horne 
of Stirkoke, the famous First Army Com- 
mander, died si: ddenly this afternoon while 
shooting on the moors at his Stirkoke 
estate. He was grouse shooting with some 
of his party, when he had a sudden seizure 
and died. Lady Horne at th: time was la 
Wick, where she was a stall-holder at a 
bazaar held in cennection with St. John’s 
Eniscopal Church, of which Lord Horne 
was a devoted supporter. She had left 
home before the news reached Wick. 

Lord Horne’s brother, Colonel Horne, 
of Thuster, was also present at the __le, 
and was there informed of Lord Horne’s 
death. 

On receiving his barony immediately 
after the war Lord Horne took over the 
Stirkoke estate from his brother. Since 
then he has been a most popular landlord. 


Ei took part in all public activities in 


Wick and district, and was recently sug- 
gested as a suitable member for a vacancy 
in Caithness County Councrl. ‘The local 
Nursing Association will also miss his 
valuable and active co-operation, and he 
has been largely instrumental in in- 
augurating such an association for the dis- 
trict near his own estate. 

Lord Horne was made a freeman of 
Wick shortly after the Great War. 

Henry Sinclair, first Baron Horne, was 
the second surviving son of the late Major 
James Horne, of Stirkoke, Caithness. He 
was born on February 19, 1861, and was 
educated at Harrow and Woolwich. ' He 
entered the Royal Artillery in 1880, and 
served in the South African War of 1899 
to 1902, obtaining the Queen’s Medal, 
with five clasps, and the King’s Medal, 
with two clasps. 

In the Great War he served from 1914 
to 1918. He commanded the Artillery 
First Corps in 1914, commanded the 
Second Division in 1915, went to Egypt 
for the defence of the Suez Canal, com- 
manded the Fifteenth Corps in France in 
1916, and in that year also he commanded 
the First Army. He was promoted 
General, mentioned in despatches, and 
created K.C.B. and K.C.M.G. In 1919 
he was created a Veer. From 1919 
to 1923 Tord Horne was General Officer 
Commanding-in-Chief the Eastern Com- 
mand, and in 1926 he was jilaced on 
retired pay. Lord Horne was ae de-ct rt 
General to the King from 1920 to 1924, 
and since 1926 he had becn Master Guiuner 
of St. James’s Park. 

Lord Horne married, in 1897, Kate, 
daughter of George M‘Corqv dale, D.L., 
of Newton-le-Willows, Lancashire, and 
Gadbys, Anglesey, by whom he Lad one 
daughter. There is no heir to the peerage.

Brigadier Graham, it will be recalled, 
sustained serious injuries at the 
Horse Show on Wednesday last when, 
in essaying the double bank, his 
mount stumbled and fell, throwing 
_its rider, who, in the  horse’s 
struggles, was kicked in the head. 

At first the injuries were not considered 
serious, but over the week-end the 
injured Brigadier’s condition became 
critical, A second operation was 
performed, but the patient’s condition 
gradually became worse, and when 
on Tuesday acute meningitis set in, 
hope was virtually abandoned. Not 
even his extraordinary vitality could 
hold out against such complications, 
and death toox place yesterday 
evening. 

Brigadier Graham was the leader of the 
British military team which had entered 
for the military jumping competitions at 
the Show, and his Joss to the team 
mnilitated greatly against their chances, 

Born in 1884, he was the younger son 
of the late Sir Reginald Graham, eighth 


se 


Baronet, of Norton-Conyers, Yorkshire, 
and brother of the present holder of the 
title, Sir Reginald Guy Graham. He had 
« brilliant career in. the Army.. Enter- 
ing the Rifle Brigade in 1901, he joined 
the 16th Lancers “in 19035, and was 
Adjutant from 1908 to 1912, and was 
Chief Instructor at the Equitation School, 
Weedon. 
WAR SERVICE. 

Serving in the. European..War,- he was 
five .times. mentioned. in despatches, and 
was awarded the D.S8.,O. He commanded 
the 10th Hussars from 1923 to 1927, and 
in 1928 was appointed Commanding 
Officer of the 6th Cavalry Brigade of the 
Territorial Army, In 1924 he was ap- 
pointed Colonel and subsequently pro- 
moted to the tank of Brigadier. 

Brigadier Graham had few equals as a 
horseman, He was a daring rider to 
hounds. and had hunted with the Quorn, 
Cottesmore, and almost every pack ‘in 
England. There was no more skilful or 
popular figure in the field. 


HIS FAVOURITE HORSE. 

With his wonderful. horse, Broncho, 
he was: always one of the most popular 
figures at any horse show he attended, 
and the gallant rider and his mount were 
familiar to countless thousands at the 
international Horse Shows at Olympia. 
Broncho was a veteran of the war .and 
was as much. bemedalled as his master. 

As recently as June he carried the 
Brigadier to a great victory at Olympia, 
when France was beaten by half a point 
for the Prince of Wales’s Cup. On that 
occasion the rider and horse came in for 
a remarkable ovation for: their flawless 
performance. Betweenhorse and _ rider 
there was a wonderful understanding, and 
the perfect thythm with which they moved 
never failed to tlirtl] spectators. 

They had. many other. notable 
trinmphs, including the King George the 
Fifth Cup for Jumping and the Con- 
naught Cup; competed íor by British 
Officers. 

Brigadier Graham had a great affection 
for the horse, which he regarded as the 
finest jumper he-ever had  Broncho is 
now twenty-five years old, and although 
afflicted with cataract in one eye is still 
fii and enjoys jumping; but: now that 
his famous. partner is no more 11 is likei¥ 
the old horse will pass into honourable 
retirement 


OTHER INTERESTS. 

Many stories are told of the great 
kindness of Brigadier Graham to all, 
particularly to men Whose lives lay with 
horses. 

In addition to his interest in horses 
the Brigadier also took a keen interest in 
Golden Labrador dogs, and raised many 
fine animals of that breed. He was also 
a wonderful game’ shot. 

He married, imi 1915, Cecil Lorna, 
daughter of Colonel Hugh George Barclay, 
M.V.O., of Colney Hall, Norwich,- and

COMPETITORS ARRIVE AT 
WINNING POST.

Most of them had arrived a matter of 
half-an-hour ahead of time, and they 
circled around the aerodrome until the 
clock struck. 

The Italian, Lombardi, was the first to 
land, on the stroke of three o'clock, It 
was a matter of seconds between the others, 
Mr. John: Carberv; im a’ Raad-Cirrus, 
landed fifth, “thirty-five seconds ‘after 
Lombardi. Miss Spooner; flying a De 
Haviland Gipsy Moth, landed sixth, at 
one minute and four seconds past three, 
and Captain Broad, also in a De Haviland 
Gipsy Moth, landed sixteenth,. at two 
minutes thirty-eight seconds past the hour. 

The competition is open till” August 
20th, so that there is plenty of time for 
stragglers to turn up. There are still from 
twenty to thirty on the way. 

The challenge is won by the competitor 
who scores the most points for the “ Round 
Europe ” flight challenge—speed and regu- 
larity—and for the rreiimiuary events.

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DELIVERIES IN 
KIND. 


EFFECLr. ON BRITISH 
INDUSTRIES. 
—FTT—- 


The Times of to-dáy, in a leading 
‘article on deliveries im kind, which has 
been the chief topic of discussion at The 
Hague Conference this week, observes :— 
The problem js, of course, of special im- 
beans to British ‘industry, which has 
wen affected adversely in two distinct 
ways by this form of reparations. The 
consignment to the various creditor 
eountries of large stocks of commodities, 
such as coal, which might otherwise have 
been purchased in this country, has 
naturally exerciséd a directly depress- 
ing effect upon. the particular trades 
in qtiestion. But the damage to 
British interests has by no means 
been confined to the direct effect o! 
these deliveries. A large number of con- 
tracts covering a great variety of goods 
have been concluded with German firins 
by private individuals, especially in 
France, of which only a portion has been 
on reparation account, the remainder 
being of a purely private transaction. 

Thus, to take an example from the elec- 
trical industry, one of our industries which 
has been most notably affected, in the 
construction of a hydro-electric plant, a 
French contractor may purhase a portion 
of the mahinery which he requires from 
Germany by way of reparations, and this 
action may practically compel him to buy 
the remainder from German firms, because 
they alone supply the specification -suited 
to the part of the plant he has already 
obtained in this manner. 

The effect of the deliveries in kind is 
thus to stimulate German exports im 
those markets’ where they naturally 
compete most strongly with British goods 
to an extent which is wholly dispro- 
portionate to their actual volume. That 
is, of course, a result which, in all 
probability, was hardly foreseen when the 
economic clauses of the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles were being drafted which brought 
these deliveries into being. The Treaty 
originally contemplated deliveries on a 
much narrower scale. 

Objection has also very rightly been 
raised by the British delegates, adds 
The Times, to the potential extension of 
the deliveries permitted by the Young 
plan in case of a transfer moratorium. 
M. Lucher yesterday admitted that this 
was a point which needed altering, and, 
in view of the already heavy burdens 
borne by them during the last ten years 
it is essential that British industries 
should be guaranteed against further risk. 
It is, perhaps, scarcely to be expected 
that deliveries in kind could be abolished 
entirely and immediately. Such a sudden 
change, as the experts pointed ou:, would, 
in present circumstances, unduly nan:per 
Germany's capacity to meet her obliga- 
tions. At the same time, British interests 
require that they should be restricted 
more severely than the Young plan con- 
templates, and that, if possible, a definite 
limit should be placed upon the quantity 
of coal deliveries. 


MR. SNOWDEN AND 
REPARATIONS, 


STICKING TO HIS GROUND. 

The Times Special Correspondent at 
The Hague telegraphed last night :—The 
Situation at The Hague Conference has 
not changed since yesterday, except that 
the adjournment of the Financial Com- 
mittee to Saturday has brought further 
confirmation of the favourable progress 
Which is being made by the financial 
experts. Mr Snowden, satisfied that an 
energetic effort is being made to find 
means of meeting the British demands on 
the distribution of annuities was the first 
to support the Chairman’s suggestion, but 
he added a strong hint that substantia! 
proposals ought to be submitted in the 
two and a half days, so that the Con- 
ferencé could get down to the real 
questions. _His remark seems to indicate 
that he expects his vital resolution to 
be dealt with in some way on Saturday. 

These hints should suffice to dispel any 
illusion that may be entertained that the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer is not stick- 
ing firmly to his ground. It is quite 
clear that he is willing only to concede 
more time for profitable discussion, and 
that if by next Saturday a week has 
elapsed since his last vigourous state- 
ment, without a reasonably satisfactory 
result having been attained, his patience 
is likely to come to an end,

Financial Commission: ‘‘ My resolution ia 
before the Commission, and I cannot 
delay a decision upon that resolution 
much longer.’’ 

EFFECT OF AGREEMENT. 

If the private conversations which are 
now going on result in an agreement 
being reached, there would appear to be 
no reason for Mr. Snowden to press for 
his resolution, as the Chancellor will 
have secured a victory without it, and he 
will be able to leave The Hague with the 
satisfaction of knowing that he has suc- 
cessfully defended the interests of the 
British taxpayer. 

Should, however, ‘his resolution be sub- 
mitted to the Commission as it stands, it 
is regarded as likely that the French and 
Italians will suggest amendments which 
will water it down considerably. What 
the Chancellor’s attitude then will be has 
not been disclosed, and Saturday s sitting 
of the Financial Commission must be 
awaited before any answer to this ques- 
tion can be given. 

A MORE HOPEFUL AIR. 

Neither is it known whether Mr. 
Snowden will wait in The Hague until 
the work of the sub-committees which are 
to be appointed is finished, or whether he 
will return to England to await their 
reports, although the latter is regarded 
as more likely. 

To sum up the situation, therefore, it 
can, be said that, although a more hopeful 
atmosphere prevails in The Hague owing 
to the fact that serighs attempts are being 
made -towgive Great Britain satisfaction, 
Saturday 's sitting must be awaited to 
reveal whether the British Chancellor of 
the Exchequer has wavered from the very 
definite stand he adopted at the beginning 
of The Hague Conference, which is now a 
week old, and which has behind the 
scenes achieved more than appears on the 
surface. 

There is a general desire that the Con- 
ference should end soon, the only people 
who, perhaps, wish it to go on indefinitely 
being the Dutch postal authorities, who 
are earning thousands of pounds daily in 
telegraph and telephone tolls from the 
hundreds of journalists assembled here. 


DOUBTS ABOUT ITALY. 


A FOUR POWERS’ MEETING, 
From Kecrer’s CORaResPpONDENT, 
THE HAGUE, Wednesday.

This belief is enhanced by the news that 
the French, Italian, Japanese and Belgian 
delegates met this afternoon to discuss Mr. 
Snowden's claims. Aceording to a report 
from an Italian source it was agreed that 
the four Powers interested in the Young 
plan were identical, and that solidarity was 
revealed amongst them. 

M. Jaspar, the Belgian Prime Minister, 
afterwards visited Mr. Snowden and informed 


him of the outcome of the meeting. 


RHINELAND ARRESTS. 


GERMAN SUSPECTS 
RELEASED. 


From Kevurer’s CORRESPONDENT. 
COLOGNE, Wednesday. 

The eight officials of the German State 
Property Office and a German commercial 
traveller, who eight months ago were sus- 

ected of espionage and arrested by the 

rench military authorities at Coblence and 
Mainzy were released from the military prison 
at the latter town this morning. The release 
followed prolonged negotiations between the 
French and German authorities, which ended 
in at agreement to exchange the men for 
French nationals suspected of espionage by 
the German authorities. 

_Although the men were in custody for over 
eight: ‘months, apparently they were not 
brought to trial. On the completion of the 
inguiries and the framing of a charge against 
them, negotiations were initiated by the 
Gernian ‘authorities for the exchange. and no 
further proceedings seem to have Seen taken 
against them. 

UNCONDITIONAL RELEASES, 

It is understood that they were suspected 
of breakine into the hillets of French officers 
in order to steal documents and plans rela- 
tive to a new machine gun and a new type 
of gas mask. The affair has caused much 
comment in tbe Rhineland, as during the 
early part of their confinement the officials 
- were not allowed to see their families, and 
were compelled to accept the services of a 
French lawyer fo: their defence. Several of 
the officials broke down under the rigorous 
treatment they received in the prison. 

They were released unconditionally, but 
the commercial traveller is to leave the occu- 
pied area.

COTTON PROSPECTS 
(BRIGHTER. ~~

No time has been lost by the cotton em- 
ployerh in following up their decision of 
Tuesday last to aceept the principle of arbi- 
tration as a means of settling the present 
wages dispute with the operatives. The end 
of the ge, wow nearly four weeks old, 
may be said to be in sight. The Wages 
Committees .of the two organisations of em- 
ployers—the Federation of Master Cotton 
Spinners’ Associations and the Cotton 
Spinners’ and Manufacturers’ Associatiou— 
held a joint meeting yesterday, and decided 
to invite the operatives’ representatives to 
meet them, with the object of agreeing on 
arbitration. 

The. decision was communicated at once 
to Sir Horace Wilson, the Ministry of Labour 
inediator, and arrangements have been made 
for the operatives’ leaders to be at the 
Victoria Hotel, Manchester, the scene of the 
earlier conferences, this morning. — 

The employers’ committees also décided 
that "' there can be no question of reopenin 
the mills until the tetms of the propose 
arbitration are mutually arranged.’’ 

The decisions were made known officially 
after the meeting. - 

POSITION DEFINED. 

Mr. John Pogson, Seerstary of the Master 
Cottun Spinners’ Federation, said to a Press 
Association reporter:—‘' Separate and joint 
meetings of the Wages Committees of the 
Federation and of the Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation have been held, and the following 
decisions have been reached :— 

“ (1) That an invitation be issued to the 
operatives’ associatigns to meet the em- 
ployers’ associati@ns in joint conference, with 
the object of agreeing upon arbitration on 
the wages question, if the constitution of the 
Court of Arbitration and the terms of refer 
ence can be satisfactorily arranged. 

“ (9) That theré can be no question of re- 
opening the mills until the terms of the pro- 
posed arbitration are mutually arranged. 

“These decisions have been communicated 
to Sir Horace Wilson, and I understand that 
arrangements have been made whereby the 
operatives’ representatives. will be in attend- 
ance at the Victoria Hotel, Manchester, this 
morning.’”” | 

An invitation was sent by Sir Horace 
Wilson to representatives of the ww 
day the operatives’ leaders had held them- 
selves in readiness for such an invitation, 
and, though no official meetings were held, 
there was continual coming and going 
between the various offices. 

One of the men who has been in close 
touch with the operatives throughout said last 
night that the position had been very much 
improved by the employers’ decision. ‘ There 
are still many points to be cleared up, but 
once the two sides get together again I do not 
think that there will be another breakdown,”’ 
he said. 

“ Perhaps, it is too optimistic to say that 
the mills will be open on Monday, but there 
is no reason why they should keep closed any 
longer than is necessary now. A much better 
atinosphere will be created if the operatives 
are at work than if they are standing idle. 

“Tt will be a much-welcomed gesture on 
the part of the employers if they can see their 
way to re-open at the old terms until the 
Arbitration Court—whatever its constitution— 
has given its decision. Although there may 
be some difficulties, the fact that Sir Horace 
Wilson has invited both sdes to meet him 
shows, I think, that he intends to dé his 
utmost to clear them away.”’ 

SIR H, WILSON AND CANADA. 

With regard to Sir Horace Wilson's pro- 
jected visit to Canada, the passage for which 
has been booked for to-morrow, it was ex- 
plained yesterday that there should be no 
misconception about this. It has been made 
plain from the beginning. that the Prime 
Minister and the Minister of Labour, with the 
concurrence of Mr. J. H. Thomas, wished him 
to remain in England until the cotton dispute 
was out of the way. 


COMBATING SEPTICASMIA 
—- 
EXPERIMENTS WITH ULTRA. 
VIOLET RAYS. 

Professor Leonard Hill and Dr, Albert 
Eidinow, of the National Institute for Medical 
Research at Hampstead, are collaborating in 
experiments which have as their end a method 

for increasing resistance to septicaemia. 

These experiments have been very largely 
concentrated on the use of ultra-violet rays, 
an entirely new method, 

Septitamiu, which is a very serious form 
of blood. oisoning, is caused by impure sub- 
stances circulating in the blood. The condi- 
tion js caused by wounds or by inflamed areas, 
especially in bones, joints and veins, which 
may be invaded by specially virulent bacteria. 
In very many casés it proves fatal, 

Professor Leonard Hill, who is a director 
of the Department of Applied Physlology at 
the National Inatitute for Medical Research. 
has always advocated the use of light in the 
treatment of disease. 

Dr. Eidinow has. for seven years done con- 
siderable research work in light treatment. 
He is well known as a pioneer research worker 
in artificial sunlight treatment. 


FASCISTS’ ENGLISH 
HOSTAGE. 


FATHER MAY APPEAL TO 
FOREIGN SECRETARY. 

Mr. E. A. Cave, Principal of Harrow High 
School, whose daughter, wife of Signor Carlo 
Rosselli, is in an Italian prison in consequetice 
of her husband's escape from Lipnali, an 
island prison for political offenders, told a 
Press representative last night that if his 
daughter was not released he would ask the 
Foreign Secretary if he could intervene. 

Signor Rosselli, who was Professor of 
Economics at Genoa University, was im- 
prisoned by the Fascists for alleged eom- 
plicity in the escape from Italy of Signor 
Turati, the Socialist leader. Three weeks ago 
Professor Restelli, with two companions, 
escaped to Corsica and thence to France. He 
is Ms hving in a. His wife and his 
wother were arrested apparently as hostages 
for the political good i beó abroad ol 
Signor Rosselli. 

Signora Rosselli was taken to Aosta Prison, 
and because of her poor state of health was 
transferred to the prison hospital, Mr. Cave 
described the action of the Italian authorities 
as “‘ barbarous and medieval.’’

IN THE NEW AGE.

FREE STATE BANQUETING 
HALL. 


i. 


(From a Speci, CorRRssPponpdent.) 

St. Patrick's Hall, in Dublin Castle, is 
to become the official banqueting hall of 
An Saorstat, according to am announcement 
in the Press this week. This latest change in 
the chequered Fur of this famous salon 
will not take place for some twelve months 
to come; in fact, not until the Law Courts 
are transferred to the restored Four Courts. 
The lack of such an apartment for State 
functions has long been felt, and no hall in 
Ireland’s capital could compete in either 
dignity or richness of decoration with Saint 
Patrick's Hall. 

At present this historic hall is occupied b 
the Library of the Bar Society of Ireland. 
Pewter ink pots abound, and barristers, both 
distinguished and otherwise, a their days 
over dull, legal records, where once the 
Lords Lieutenant held levée. The magnifi- 
cent. parquet floor, which once teflected 
chandelier and satin slipper, is now veiled 
from sight, covered by a rubber floor cloth, 
stuck Town with some adhesive solution! 

THE BANNERS OF THE KNIGHTS. 

Many of the rich tattered banners of the 
Knights of Saint Patrick still hang from the 
walls, but many also have been claimed by 
fheir owners; so that nothing but the skeleton 
banner bracket remains. In recent years 
some of the mural tablets recording the titles 
and achievements of past Knights of Saint 
Patrick have disappeared from the walls, how 
or whence no one knows. The masicians’ 
gallery has heen demolished, a dark mark on 
the wall alone remaining to tell of its 
existence. | 

The four richly-gilt Corinthian pillars and 
the gilded cornices still remain, although it 
is fifty years since they received their last 
application of gold leaf. On the ceiling one 
may still see the three frescoes executed by 
the Italian, Vincento Valdre. which date from 
the founding of the Order of the Knights of 
St. Patrick in 1783. The three frescoes re- 
present St. Patrick preaching to the Irish, 
the Karl of Pembroke receiving the submis- 
sion of the Irish chieftains in the reign of 
Henry II., and an allegorical painting of the 
Coronation of George III. Valdre also 
achieved fame in another direction. He was 
,best man at a wedding at which the groom 
failed to materialise, whereupon he offered 
himself. as a substitute, and was accepted ! 

FIFTY YEARS AGO. 

St. Patrick's Hall receives its name from a 
viceregal proclamation in 1873, which begins: 
‘‘ Whereas His Majesty hath signified his 
Royal pleasure that the Great Ball Room in 
His Majesty's Castle, in which the ceremony 
of the investiture of the Knights of the Most 
Illustrious Order of St. Patrick shall be per- 
formed, shall receive from thence forward 
the honorable denomination of the Hall of 
St. Patrick, and shall always be distinguished 
by that name.” 

INVESTITURE. 

The investiture of the Knights of St. 
Patrick concluded with the bestowal of the 
Order, the formula commencing: “' Sir, the 
loving company of the Order of St. Patrick 
hath received you their Brother, Lover and 
Fellow.’’ The robes of the Knights were 
carefully preseribed by Royal proclamation as 
follows: ‘‘ And, as touching the habits of the 
Knights Companions of Our Most Illustrious 
Order, the mantles shall be of sky-hlue sattin, 
lined with a white silk, having on the left 
shoulder a hood of blue sattin, lined alse 
with white silk, and the said Mantle shall 
be tied with two strings of blue silk. 
mixed with gold; their shoes shall be of 
white leather with knots of crimson ribband ; 
the belt of their sword shall be of erimsaan 
sattin, and they shall have a handle gilt, avd 
a scabburd of crimson velvet.’’ 

'“And our said Knights Companion shall 
each of. them wear a round hat covered with 
white silk lined with blue 
mounted with three falls of Ostrich feathers, 
red, blue and white; round the hat sia 
be a band of crimson sattin embroide ad 
after the fashion of the great Collar of the 
Order.” 

HERALDIC GLORIES. 

The proclamation winds up with a para- 
graph which should find great favour with 
many of our politicians of to-day: “ And 
lastly, we will and direct that the Mantes, 
Habits and Vestments above-ordained, shall 
be of those manufactures knowh by the 
description of sattins and silks wrought 
within our Healm of Ireland.’’ 

The Knights of Saint Patrick are no 
lenger adding to their number. In pyo- 
cess of time they must become extinct. Ther 
Swords, Helmets and Banners will disappear 
gradually from Saint Patrick’s Hall. its 
ancient Heraldic glory will depart. ‘Time 
alone will show whether we must cry 
‘Ichabod, Ichabod,"’ or recognise that twuis 
historic hall has taken on a new lease g! 
life under the new régime in Ireland.

PROTEST IN LIMERICK. 
At the Limerick Mental Hospital yesterday, 
Alderman Bourke, T.D., Chairman, presiding, 
a letter was read from the Local Government 
Department stating that when the Committee 
decided on purchasing supplies for the institu 
tion full particulars should be given of those 
who voted for and against the resolution when 
the contractors were not on the combined 
purchasing list. 
The Resident Medical Superintendent said 
that previously the storekeeper had power to 
purchase small quantities of leather, etc., but 
was deprived of such power now by a recent 
communication. 
The Mayor said that it was very unfair to 
Limerick traders. The Limerick Gas Com- 
mittee was not allowed to sell tar to the 
Corporation, and was forced to purchase 
from a Liverpool firm who were on the 
Government's combined list. 
Mr. Fahy proposed a resolution calling on 
all public boards to protest against the system 
of combined purchasing. 
Mr. John McCormack seconded. In pre. 
paring the County Council estimates, he said, 
they were surprised to find an item of £170 a 
year for the services of the combined pur- 
chaser. There was £25.000 spent through ihe 
Limerick Asylum, and he considered that ii 
was very unfair not to allow the Limerick 
taxpayers, who were contributirg the rates 
for its upkeep, to tender. 
The resolution was adopted.

HOTEL-KEEPER’S 
COMPLAINT. . 


In the High Court, Dublin Castle, yester- 
day, before Mr. Justice Johnston, sitting as 
Vacation Judge, an application was made 
by Mr, J. M. Fitzgerald, K.C. (instructed by 
Messr 8.

Mrs. Guinan said that she had,paid £140 
before the company came in at all, and she 
did not know what to do in the tase.

WITNESS RELEASED FEOM 


PRISON. 


The case of John J. O’Sullivan, who had 
been a draper in Limerick, was before the 
Court for the third time. He was only 
thirteen months in business when he became 
bankrupt last May, with liabilities exceeding 
£1,200. Some short time before he was ad- 
ong he employed a lorry-owner named 

yan to take six packing cases from his 
shop in the city to his brother’s place near 
Drumcollogher. The allegation on the part 
of the assignees was that these cases con- 
tained goods which the intending bankrupt 
was removing surreptitiously for the purpose 
of defrauding his creditors. Ryan's evidence 
was that the cases were of such weight and 
their lids being nailed down, that he believed 
they contained goods of some kind. The 
cases were deposited at the farmyard of 
Michael O'Sullivan, a brother of the 
bankrupt, and Ryan was paid £5 for the job. 

Timothy O'Sullivan, another brother of the 
bankrupt, swore that the cases were empty, 
and that they were required by his brother 
Michael to remove some of his household 
furniture from one farm to another that was 
three miles distant. 

A fortnight ago the Judge committed 
Timothy O'Sullivan to prison for unsatis- 
factory answering, and he was brought into 
Court from Mountjoy yesterday in charge of 


a warder. 

In reply to Mr. Geoghegan, K.C. ws 
structed is Messrs. Fullerton and Doyle), 
Timothy Sullivan now stated that the cases 
in question—some of them—contained smaller 
cases, but no goods from the shop in 
Limerick. After the shop was closed some 
of the assistants took away a few things, and 
even the hankruptcy messenger got some 
things. 

John J. O'Sullivan, the bankrupt, who was 
again examined yesterday, swore that there 
was nothing in the cases taken by Ryan, 
except smaller, empty cases and some waste 
paper. On the day that the Court messenger 
arrived and took possession, a quantity of 
articles of apparel were taken by his 
assistants. He had recently given details of 
these to his solicitor in Limerick. 

Mr. Daniel O'Keeffe, the Court messenger, 
swore that the statement to the effect that 
he had got any of the goods was absolutely 
false. He had seen no goods distributed to 
the assistants, as alleged. 

The Judge ordered the release of Timothy 
O'Sullivan, and the case was further 
acjourned for a fortnight.

CALL FOR SWORN INQUIRY. 


The Wexford County Health Beard have 
decided to ask the Local Government 
Department to hold a sworn inquiry into 
allegations made against Dr. P. A. yle, 
medical officer, Bridgetown, and Dr. C. J. 
H. Anglim, medical officer, Broadway, of 
having refused, when requisitioned, to attend 
in his illness a labourer named Mathew 
Walsh, of Rathmacnee, Wexford, who died 
subsequently. 

The Secretary stated that the complaint 
was first made to the Board by Mr. Gaul, 
a member, on the authority of Mr. W. Codd, 
Churchlands, who was Walsh’s employer. 
Mr, Codd and the two boys who went for 
the doctors were in attendance in cofinection 
with the matter. 

LETTERS FROM DOCTORS. 

Dr. Doyle wrote that he failed to see that 
his refusal to attend could be a cause of 
complaint, as Rathmacnee was not in his 
dispensary district. He attended Walsh and 
his family at intervals since 1919, and was 
never paid for any attendances or medicine. 
Shortly before his fatal illness he was speak- 
ing to Walsh, and told him not to cail for 
him any more if he wanted medical attend- 
ance. On the occasion in question he received 
a message that Walsh was sick and would 
hke to see him, He told the messenger the 
above facts, and did not go. He got no 
proper message that Walsh was ill, and was 
not given the idea that his case was serious ; 
otherwise he would have attended, as he had 
done repeatedly. 

Dr, Anglim wrote that a messenger called 
at his house at 12.45 p.m., and told him 
that the case was urgent, On examining the 
statement he did not consider that the case 
was urgent, and did not refuse to attend. 
He was told the treatment adopted b 
Walsh’s friends, and he considered it máil 
He told the messenger that he would be 
around in the morning. He did go, and was 
astonished on his arrival to learn that Walsh 
was dead and that an inquest was to be 
held that evening, Ihere was nothing in 
the conversation with the messenger about a 
red ticket or that Walsh was a red ticket 
case. Although he had been several years 
practising in the district he was never asked 
to attend Walsh or any member of his 
family, whom, he understood, had a 
private medical attendant. He cousidered 
that Walsh was a private case. As he learned 
from the inquest, had he gone immediately 
that he was requisitioned he would have 
arrived at about the time of the man’s death. 

MESSENGER’'S STATEMENT. 

Mr. Codd stated that he was not satisfied 
with the explanations of the doctors. 

The Board decided to hear statements from 
the messengers who went for the doctors. 

One, a youth named Frank Benson, stated 
that when they arrived at Dr. Doyle's 
residence they told him that Walsh was II, 
and they asked him to come to attend him. 
The doctor said that he had not got any pay- 
ment for. the last time that he was with 
Walsh, He (Benson) said that Walsh was 
dying, and the doctor said that he would not 
give a damn, and thén slammed the door in 
their faces. “They then went for Dr. Anglim, 
who, on being informed’ that Walsh had 
become suddenly ill and was dying, said that 
he could not do anything. He also told them 
not io be keeping him in the cold, and 
slammed the door against them. 

Mr. Codd said that a messenger was then 
sent for Dr. Pierse, Wexford, who arrived 
shortly after the man had died.

While the constables were pursc‘ng the men, 
their bicycles, which they had left behind a 
ditch, were taken away. A week afterwards 


water bailifis found the bicycles in a hole in 
the Faughan. 

Mr. Glass, R.M., said that ninety-five per 
cent, of the persons who took out licences to 
fish the Faughan were working men who 
desired a little recreation after their day’s 
toil, and they were entitled to have a chance 
of getting their reward. Poaching had been 
wholesale and continuous in this river, 
despite repeated warnings and convictions. 
It was well known that people who had 
taken out licences to fish the river had not 
seen salmon there for three years, and that 
was due to the constant poaching and illegal 
netting that was going on.

BRIGHTER MARKETS. | 


From Over FrxanctaL CoRRESPONDENT. 
59 FLEET STRBET, LONDON. | 
Wednesday. 
Stock markets both here and in America 
have quickly recovered from the shock of the 
sudden and unexpected monetary development 
in New York. The absence of a change in 
our Bank rate and the. statement that dearer 
money here need not necessarily follow from 
the advance in “he New York rerdiscount rate, 
are mainly responsible for the more cheerful 
feeling. The future course of markets should 
be favourable, rovided the American 
exchang? recovers, but whilst the rate lovers 
round gold point some anxiety at least. will 
he felt. The position of the Bank of England 
has been considerably weakened by recent 
teavy losses of gold. Assuming that further 
exports could take place without a higher 
Bank rate being imposed, it is clear that the 
vint would ultimately be reached when the 
Bank would be. compelled to call a halt by 
1aising the official value of money. In brief, 
wki'st more confident views are expressed as 
to the outlook, there is still uncertainty «s 
to the immediate future because of the low 
level of the American exchange. Still, the 
new account opened cheerfully on the Stock 
Exchange on the recovery in Wall street, the 
better tone being assisted by a broadening of 
business in several directions, quite apart 
from the active demand for those interna- 
tional Industrial securities favoured by New 
York, 


Brewery Shares. 


Not so long since the market for Brewery 
shares suffered a set-back on the reference 
made to the industry in the King’s speech. 
Ths downward movement undoubtedly went 
too far, but many of the shares are how 
making a good recovery. Notwithstanding 
the prosperity of recent years profits still con- 
tinue at a high level, and handsome dividends 
are paid, and this prosperity has been 
enjoved, despite the heavy burden of taxation. 
As in other branches of industry the tendency 
has been towards closer co-operation or 
amalgamation for the purpose of effectiny 
economies and eliminating wasteful competi- 
tion, a development that has been of very 
great advantage. 


Financial Strength. 


This class of security may not appeal to a 
good many investors owing to the difficulty 
of gauging the ontlook, particularly as the 
intentions of the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
in regard to liquor duties will not be known 
until the next Budget is introduced. Mean- 
while the formation of the Royal Commission 
ou Licensing, foreshadowed in the King’s 
Speech, is proceeding rapidly, and it 1s 
probable that they will commence their 
deliberations in the autumn.

Rubbers. 


The general opinion regarding the rubber 
industry is that prospects are now brightet 
than for some time past. Certainly the share 
market keeps remarkably firm, and potential 
buyers find difficulty in securing shares. The 
improvement has followed the removal of 
restrictions on exports, which has enabled 
costs to be materially reduced, while the 
growth in consumption has also contributed 
to the more hopeful outlook. In the cirecum- 
stances, it is scareely surprising that holders 
of the better class rubber shares are 
reluctant to part with them at the 

resent juncture. Some time may elapse 

fore the patience of holders will be re- 
warded, but the present condition of the 
market suggests that prices of the shares will 
respond very quickly to.anything like an 
aggressive demand. Interest in the shares will 
be quickened considerably, of course, when 
the demand for the commodity approaches 
supply, and, in the opinion of some people, 
that time is not very far off.

A small trade has 
been arranged for home consumption, with 
@ress goods in particular being affected, 
although crépes, crépe satins, and certain 
specialities have been in quieter request. All 
rayon fabrics are quiet, and casements and 
brocades show little life, but an improved 
demand is expected before long. Only small 
purchases of furnishing cloths are mentioned, 
though a considerable improvement has been 
noticeable in certain light and medium-weight 
speciality materials recently. 

The Colonies are fairly active, Canada and 
Australia being the best, and India has shown 
more interest in brocades and prints, though 
bids have usually been poor. China is dull 
and other outlets are quiet. 

Best quality yarns have moved steadily, but 
the inferior grades are still a dragging 
market. ”
